tal funding handed down by 
the provincial government. 
All three hospitals had expe¬ 
rienced cutbacks in the last 
few years, but with further 
budget cuts expected, the 
hospitals hope collaboration 
will help to ensu re the cou nty 
can retain the same level of 
the past. 

Along with the possibility 
of shared services, Stabbler 
said the Mountain View 
Health Care Centre is look¬ 
ing at changing the focus of 
health care services offered 
at the Didsbury hospital. 

"We will probably not be in 
the same form as we are right 
now in three years,” he said. 
“We are looking at perhaps 
becoming a total health care 
centre; looking at wellness 
as opposed to looking after 
the patients after they have 
been sick.” 

Stabbler said the wellness 
direction the hospital plans 
to look at comes from the 
Rainbow Report released 3 
years ago. 

"There are a lot of ideas in 
that report that we would 
like to implement,” he said. 
“Perhaps a completely smoke 
free environment, maybe 
more programs on diet, a 
lunch program for school 
kids. In order to handle in¬ 
creasing health problems, 
you have to start at the root

A transition committee has 
been established by three 
area hospitals to further in¬ 
vestigate shared services. 

The Mountain View 1 Iealth 
Care Centre and the Olds 
and Sundre General Hospi¬ 
tals set up the committee 
after participating in a re¬ 
treat to discuss the possibil¬ 
ity of sharing services last 
month. 

Mountain View Health 
Care Centre Administrator 
Dennis Stabbler said the 
purpose of the follow up com¬ 
mittee will be to investigate 
the feasability of joining the 
three hospitals under one 
board as well as to further 
determine health care needs 
in the county. 

The creation of the com¬ 
mittee follows the release of a 
report, commissioned by the 
tri-hospital committee, which 
studied area demographics 
and strategic needs. 

“The purpose of the com¬ 
mittee is to look at 
reconfiguring and reallocat¬ 
ing services between the 
three, to see where we can 
possibly save costs,” Stabbler 
said. "The report gave us a lot 
of data to work with.” 

The emphasis towards sav¬ 
ing costs and sharing serv¬ 
ices stems from the recent 
dramatic decrease in hospi-

Coming home last night we turned into our lane just as an 
enormous Blue Heron rose up from the dugout. The heron 
flew abreast of the car all the way to the yard and gave us a 
great opport u nity to watch his very impressive flight. An adult 
Great Blue Heron is 40 - 46 inches long with a six foot 
wingspan. The wings are quite flexible so the wingbeat is 
undulating, slow and stately. Their long legs extend well 
beyond the tail, the neck curls into the shoulders so that it 
looks like they have a goitre condition and the long, strong, 
yellowish beak leads the way. I especially like Blue Herons 
because my brother Howie and I once owned one. The joy of 
ownership was somewhat diminished by the condition of the 
bird and it was not much of a pet. It was dead when we 
acquired it. 

Howie and 1 were probably 7 and 9 years-old and had 
ridden our horse Pal down along the river. One of us spotted 
the crumpled heap of blue-gray feathers and got off to 
investigate. We had never seen a Blue Heron before but we 
had studied dinosaurs and felt sure that we had discovered 
the last of the flying reptiles. I'm not sure that I knew the term 
Archaeopteryx but Howie may have, he was a sharp little pain 
in the neck who carried a small dictionary in his pocket. Pal 
wanted no part of our discovery and reared and snorted when 
we draped the dead bird over his shoulders but we perservered 
and before long we were back on the road and looking for 
someone with whom to share our scientific artifact. We werre 
by this time not only excited by our find but flushed from 
wrestling with the horse. The first house that we came to was 
that of an elderly Austrian couple, Mr. and Mrs. Oscar Mazak. 

"Mr. and Mrs. Mazak are old," Howie said, "and this thing 
is pretty scary. If we Just walk up to them and say, 'hey look 
at this they could have heart attacks. You better go in first and 
prepare them for a shock." 1 left Howie, Pal and the long, 
floppy, dead heron at Mazak's gate while I walked into the 
yard. Mrs. Mazak happened to be just coming out of her neat 
green and white outhouse so I ran to catch her before she got 
back to her equally neat green and white cottage. "Mrs. 
Mazak,” I yelled breathlessly, "I don’t want you to get upset, 
so prepare you self for a shock. H owie and I were out riding and 
we found something really awful and dead down by the river. 
Now don’t be scared but please come and see what we found." 

Mrs. Mazak clutched her right hand over her left breast and 
reeled back to lean against the outhouse door. "Mein Gott," 
she wailed, "it is Oscar.” She put her hands over her face and 
began to weep. For a few dreadful moments I thought she 
really would have a heart attack and I was dam disappointed 
that she was going to expire before she had even seen the bird. 
"No, no," I reassured her, "it's not Mr. Mazak, it’s a prehistoric 
bird and we want you to look at it." She waved me away and 
walked unsteadily into her house. I assumed from this that 
she was not interested in science, so 1 went back to the road 
and climbed on the horse behind Howie and the heron. 

Dad identified the bird as either a crane or a heron and we 
pinned it down with our trusty encyclopedia. Most of the 
neighborhood looked at it before we gave it a decent burial. 
Nobody gave us as good a reaction as Mrs. Mazak had, and she 
never did see it.

Organizers of Dldsbury’s first 
ever Street Auction are calling 
the event a success but are dis¬ 
appointed with the turnout. 

Bryan Mofflt, whose Didsbury 
Auction Service held the Street 
Auction, said he felt the event 
was a success but had hoped 
more local residents would have 
turned up. 

“I guess as far as retail sales 
go. It was a success," he said. 
“But I’m a little disappointed 
with the turnout considering the 
advertising we did.” 

Mofflt said only 90 bidders 


registered for the sale, held Sat¬ 
urday morning. Of those 90 
though, Mofflt said many came 
and went as the auction action 
wandered along the street to the 
various stores Involved in the 
promotion. 

The Street Auction was a 
Didsbury Chamber of Com¬ 
merce sponsored event aimed 
at promoting local shopping. 
Mofflt said the event was adver¬ 
tised on newspapers from Olds 
to Airdrie and on a local radio 
station. 

“On Thursday night, at the 
auction we had here (Mofflt's 
auction service), we had 250 


people," he said. "We were hop¬ 
ing for at least that many. I 
thought It would even be more; 
thought there would be more 
who would Just come out to 
watch.” 

Mofflt said the Chamber and 
organizers will have to look at 
the results of the sales, figures 
for which Ihe Chamber refused 
to release, before deciding when 
or If to hold another. 

“Over all. for the first one. I’m 
pleased with it." Mofflt said. “But 
I think maybe If we do It again 
well look at holding It earlier in 
the year or on a Friday night."

But implementation of 
these ideas are also depend¬ 
ent on funding, and Stabbler 
said the hospital will have to 
see how their debt reducing 
plan works before they con¬ 
sider any new ideas. 

“It may be that we won’t 
have the dollars to do any¬ 
thing but less than what we 
do now.” 

Stabbler said hospital does 
plan to keep the public in¬ 
formed about changes they 
are considering, and they 
hope to hold public meetings 


early in the fall to discuss the 
proposals expected from the 


tri-hospitals’ transitional 
committee.

Tax tariffs trigger turmoil

Tax notices with adjusted lev¬ 
ies reflecting new assessed prop¬ 
erty values were mailed out to 
County of Mountain View tax¬ 
payers on May 31. The response 
was Immediate and vehement. 

Opposition to the new sys¬ 
tem of assessment was voiced 
at a ratepayers meeting held In 
Snndre on June 21. The pur¬ 
pose of the meeting was to In¬ 
vestigate viable alternatives to 
the system that would be equi¬ 
table to all tax payers In the 
county. 

The assessment formula took 
effect across the province as 
new general assessments were 
completed In all counties and 
districts. A complete general 
assessment was done In the 
County of Mountain View In 
1992. While taxes went down 
for some, many were hit with a 
substantial Increase. 

The new system of assess¬ 
ment Impacted most heavily on 
small land owners. The new 
assessment regulations state 
that where there Is a residence, 
the flrst three acres are now 
assessed at 65 percent of the 
market value, with the remain¬ 
der of the land assessed at agri¬ 
cultural value. Exemptions or 
reductions on homes are based 
on the amount of “qualifying 
agricultural valued land assess¬ 
ment In the owner's unit” up to 
a maximum exemption of 
$40,000. according to a pam¬ 
phlet on municipality assess¬ 
ment distributed by Alberta 
Municipal Affairs. Since those 
with small parcels of land have 
limited exemption shelters, 
many find the new assessments 


onerous. 

Paul Gregg, past president of 
the Leduc Ratepayer's Associa¬ 
tion spoke to over two hundred 
county residents, fielding ques¬ 
tions and offering guidance, at 
the June 21 meeting. 

“I'm sympathetic." Gregg said. 
“But don't look around for some¬ 
one to blame. We let It happen. 
We have to convince the MIj\s» 
that It's an unfair tax system. 
It's a long term thing. Changes 
won't happen overnight, but 
things can change If you work 
together. Remember your tax 
assessor Is not the enemy. In 
fact he can help you to under¬ 
stand the process. Your local 
councillors can do something 
about It by lobbying the govern¬ 
ment." 

Organizers reminded those 
present that the county council 
in office when the assessment 
change was proposed unani¬ 
mously voted against It, “but 
they were obviously In the mi¬ 
nority". 

A proposal to reactivate a lo¬ 
cal rate payers association was 
agreed upon. Organizers urged 
everyone to keep the Interests of 
the county as a whole In mind. 

“Please don't Just grind your 
own private axe,” chairperson 
Orest Cumiskl requested, add¬ 
ing that making angry compari¬ 
sons of tax rates between 
neighbors or different county 
segments was counter-produc¬ 
tive. “Let's work together, we're 
all part of the county. Try to be 
very positive so we can find a 
way to resolve the problems re¬ 
garding the assessments In the 
County of Mountain View." 

“Are you angry?" Gregg asked, 
generating a loud response. “I’m

glad you're angry. If used prop¬ 
erly [anger Is) a very useful tool 
but If not used properly it can 
hurt a lot of people.” 

A temporary executive was 
appointed to explore reasonable 
alternatives to the present as¬ 
sessment system. Furthermeet- 
Ings to be held In other eoim*v 
centres were tentatively sched¬ 
uled for October. 

Mobile licences are due on 
June 30 and taxes are payable 
upon receipt, but no interest 
will be levied until November.

Livestock animals are the lifeblood of ranchers In this area. 
From a very cold, logical view point, it make little sense why 
a rancher would want to mess with what makes money, 
especially when there are always willing buyers. We have no 
depression like there was in the thirties, there is plenty of feed 
available. 

As for wildlife, on a large scale, each animal that wanders 
our fields and forests at night make up an integral part of the 
food chain. Killing off carnivores like foxes and coyotes upsets 
the balance, allowing pasture and fields to become overrun by 
mice and gophers. Excusing anyone from killing an animal 
because it has been listed as a nuisance only covers up a 
disregard for the rest of life God created on this earth. With 
that kind of mentality, deer, elk, hawks, owls, anything can 
be listed as a nuisance. Excusing the same killing as a 
manner of species control borders on insanity. Fish and 
Wildlife officers make a living out of knowing what animals 
need to be culled and what need to be allowed to flourish to 
ensure a viable eco system. That information orthat concern 
for the entire picture is not usually a consideration for 
someone who kills a fox and steals its tail, or chased coyotes 
around a farmer’s field with a truck.

Doctor response to cutbacks 


Dear Editor: 

I have been disturbed by re¬ 
cent proposals from several 
provinces to control physician 
resources by locking a genera¬ 
tion of young doctors out of 
medical practice. 

By no means are such ac¬ 
tions restricted to any one prov¬ 
ince. They extend beyond pro¬ 
vincial borders to encompass a 
broad agenda for health system 
reform that Incorporates three 
themes: a shift toward the 
wellness movement: downsizing 
of the health care system: and 
physician resource manage¬ 
ment. 


The shift towards wellness 
advocates a greater emphasis 
on illness prevention and health 
promotion, and Increased use 
of other health professionals, 
particularly In primary care set¬ 
tings such as community health 
centres. 

Downsizing Is driven largely 
by economics and Includes Ini¬ 
tiatives Intended to do more with 
the same amount of resources 
or less. To date, these measures 
have Included limiting access to 
technologies, bed and facility 
closures, the creation of regional 
"super-boards" and de-lnsurlng 
selected procedures. 


The philosophy Is that In¬ 
creased funding does not nec¬ 
essarily result In better health. 
The challenge Is clearly one of 
Improved management, which 
the Canadian Medical Associa¬ 
tion has been addressing 
through Its quality of care 
project. 

Recent knee-jerk responses 
In physician resource manage¬ 
ment are driven by affordability. 
Any such measures run con¬ 
trary to what we believe are 
shared principles between gov¬ 
ernments and the profession In 
two main areas: 

that any changes In policy 


regarding entry to practice 
should occur at the beginning of 
the medical career training cy¬ 
cle rather than once a person Is 
about to graduate: and 

that It Is essential for govern¬ 
ments and the medical profes¬ 
sion to work co-operatively In 
designing policies that are sen¬ 
sitive to the needs of the popu¬ 
lation. 

There Is a willingness within 
the profession to Identify and 
discuss a wide range of options 
and alternatives In physician 
resource planning. This will only 
be effective If we work with gov¬ 
ernments through the Joint plan¬ 


ning mechanisms that are In 
place to translate these options 
Into actions. 

I strongly urge governments 
to think of the future of our 
health care system - a system of 
which we are so proud and that 
has served us well - before tak¬ 
ing any precipitous actions that 
might very well lead to Its disin¬ 
tegration.

The recent chuckwagon ac¬ 
cidents at Trout Springs race¬ 
track highlight once again the 
dangerous nature of the event. 
Not every accident causes bro¬ 
ken legs or necessitates destruc¬ 
tion of horses. The horses In¬ 
volved still suffer such physical 
and psychological trauma as 
cuts, bruising, pulled muscles, 
and fear. 

As another season begins, the 
Alberta S.P.C.A. calls on 
chuckwagon racing spectators 
to think a little deeper about 


what they're watching. It’s dan¬ 
gerous for everyone - people and 
horses. The people choose to 
participate: the horses don’t. 
Does entertainment Justify ani¬ 
mal suffering? 

I can't believe that people who 
attend chuckwagon races want 
to see horses suffer injury or 
death for the sake of entertain¬ 
ment or financial gain. 

While chuckwagon racing 
continues, the Alberta S.P.C.A. 
urges that: 

1. An Independent 
veterinarian be present at all 


meets and Inspect all horses 
prior to the race to ensure they 
are fit to run. 

2. All chuckwagon associa¬ 
tions conduct effective and ran¬ 
dom drug and alcohol testing of 
drivers and drug testing of 
horses at all meets. 

3. The figure eight start and 
unlaned entry onto the track be 
eliminated. 

4. Chuckwagon associations 
strictly enforce their own rules.

A Linden area farmer was handed a minor line after he was 
convicted on a charge of harassing wildlife. 

Harvey Klmmel was found guilty of the charge last week In 
provincial court. The charge had been laid against him when 
a witness phoned the provincial Fish and Wildlife department 
to report (he harassment. 

The witness said he watched as Klmmel drove his truck Into 
a field and chase after some coyotes. The witness said Klmmel's 
dogs were also released during the Incident to chase after the 
animals. 

Klmmel had said he was helping tnnoculate pigs at the time 
the Incident was said to have oceured. but Provincial Court 
Judge A. Demong found him guilty anyway, saying the witness 
may have been wrong on the time or date of the offense. 

The maximum fine Klmmel could have faced was $5000.

Flke was fined $ 100 and prohibited from possessing a fire 
arm for 2 years.

County pays recyling costs

County Council has agreed 
to pay half of the costs for oper¬ 
ating the recycling centre In 
Cremona and Water Valley. 

The agreement to foot the bill 
came at county council's last 
meeting after a request for the 
funding from the Cremona Vil¬ 
lage Council. 

In a letter to the county. Vil¬ 
lage manager Cleta Haggerty 
showed that the village had 


taken a $2340 loss on opera¬ 
tions for the 1992 recycling pro¬ 
gram. Costs of the program, 
which totalled nearly $7000. 
were not covered by the total 
receipts for the recycled goods 
sold by the program. 

Haggerty said the village 
council asked the county coun¬ 
cil to cover half the net loss 
because of the use of the recy¬ 
cling facilities by rural residents. 
Cremona tax payers will foot the 
other $1170. 

Haggerty said Cremona Is 


looking into ways to try and 
reduce costs In their recycling 
operations. Currently some 
costs are reduced by the use of 
village staff and vehicles which 
haul line and glass to Calgary. 
1 laggerty said further cut backs 
could be difficult because of the 
labor Intensive work Involved In 
the program. 

Currently Cremona runs two 
recycling centres, one In Cre¬ 
mona and one In Water Valley. 
The recyling program has been 
running In the area for two years.

It will not be long now before 
we begin to see construction of 
the new Didsbury Curling Rink. 
Final drawings have been ap¬ 
proved and the contract for con¬ 
struction has been awarded to 
Shunda Construction from Red 
Deer. A revised lease and oper¬ 
ating agreement for the facility 
Is expected to be presented to 
members of the Didsbury Rec¬ 
reation and Culture Board this 
week. Should all go according to 
plan, the document will be pre¬ 
sented to Town Council for ap¬ 
proval on Tuesday. July 6. 
Within the terms of the revised 
agreement. It Is recommended 
that a management advisory 
committee consisting of repre¬ 
sentatives from the Didsbury 
Curling Club, Didsbury & Dis¬ 
trict Agricultural Society and 
Town of Didsbury collectively 
oversee the annual operation of 
the facility. I believe the pro¬ 
posed management committee 
lends well to enhanced lines of 
communication and establish¬ 
ment of a solid marketing plan 
ensuring facility usage. 

Although weather conditions 
lately have not resembled the 
summer season. It Is here and 
the Didsbury Recreation staff 
are ready with a number of pro¬ 
grams and special events for all 
members of the family. Activi¬ 
ties kick-off on Thursday. July 
1 with Canada Day celebrations 
followed by the start of Summer 
Fun on Monday. July 5. We 
have also Just purchased an 
outdoor volleyball net and stand¬ 
ards. This Is available to rent 
through thepoolofflceatanoml- 
nal fee. Set It up In your 
backyard, in the park or on a 
beach. Other programs Include 
sport outreach clinics In bas¬ 
ketball and tennis along with 
Circus Gattl which Is scheduled 
for a little later on In August. For 
Information on events and pro¬ 
grams drop by the Recreation 
Office located In the Memorial 
Complex or give us a call at 335- 
8377. 

I would like to take this op¬ 
portunity to share with you some 
of the Ideas associated with ac¬ 
tive living. Active living means 
Including all sorts of simple ac¬ 
tivities in your dally routine. Like 
walking to the comer store In¬ 
stead of taking the car. climbing 
stairs Instead of riding the el¬ 
evator and doing chores around 


the house. 

All these add up...Important 
health benefits come from being 
a "modest mover." But many 
people soon find they want a 
little more. They find they want 
to set aside time for brisk walk¬ 
ing, for example. 

If you are at this stage con¬ 
sider the following tips before 
you walk your first block, swim 
your first lap. or cycle your first 
mile. They will help you get off to 
a good start 

Establish a routine - Pick a 
time of the day that suits your 
lifestyle and your schedule. 
Morning, afternoon or evening. 
It really doesn’t matter. The best 
time of day Is the time that's just 
right for you. Experiment and 
find a comfortable routine. 

Avoid hassles - Some activi¬ 
ties are more accessible than 
others. You can walk, run or 
cycle right from your front door. 
Swimming or an aerobics class 
may not be so convenient. Make 
sure your activity Interests you 
enough that you can handle any 
Inconveniences that may occur. 

Don't rush - Set aside enough 
time so you don’t have to rush. 
Appointments or other commit¬ 
ments presslngyour session can 
make you a clock watcher and 
spoil much of what physical ac¬ 
tivity has to offer. Remember, 
your activity Is supposed to be 
your recreation. You should fin¬ 
ish relaxed and refreshed. 

Avoid boredom - Routines are 


good, but when you get Into a 
rut It's time for a change. 
Boredum Is self-inflicted. Don't 
be a slave to any program. Make 
some changes In your routine 
and soon your activity will be 
fun again. 

Keep records - Use a little 
book or calendar to keep track 
of what you do. Recording your 
activity sessions can remind you 
of days missed, and It offers 
tangible evidence of progress. 

Use rewards - Rewards help 
some people persist, so use them 
If you like them. Reward your¬ 
self for goals achieved. It’s your 
program - you decide on the 
prize! 

Be patient - Don’t rush or 
force Improvement. Fitness - like 
anything of great consequence - 
Is not easily or quickly won. 
Push too hard and the body 
rebels. Treat Is sensibly and with 
respect and It will perform re¬ 
markably. 

Finally, have fun! Choose ac¬ 
tivities that suit your disposi¬ 
tion and bring you some enjoy¬ 
ment and satisfaction. Physical 
activity Is beneficial but it should 
be meaningful, too. Few people 
stick with an activity program 
simply because It’s good for 
them. 

A nice thing about active liv¬ 
ing is that It rewards you twice: 
Immediately. In the pleasure of 
the moment and over time, 
through Improved health, well¬ 
being and quality of life.

to do It- five miles of walking and 
the rest I do In the car. I haven’t 
been out for a while because I 
recently had an operation. I 
check to see how many nests 
are occupied, how many eggs 
they’ve got and how many don't 
hatch. Some people put bands 
on them and you can see how 
far the birds have come. Last 
year I fledged 228 bluebirds.” 

An official from Environment 
Canada heard about Hayne’s 
efforts to re-introduce the blue¬ 
bird Into the area and enlisted 
his help In officially monitoring 
the activity of the birds for the 
government. 

The nestboxes resemble tra¬ 
ditional homemade bird houses, 
although they are deeper than 
they are wide. If you keep a 
sharp eye out you’ll see them 


dotting scores of fence posts west 
of Olds. 

Several boxes are located 
along the perimeter of Haynes’ 
property. He walked over to one 
and pulled back the Ud. Reach¬ 
ing Inside he carefully lifted out 
the mother who offered no re¬ 
sistance. Inside the nest were 
five tiny birds the size of thim¬ 
bles which had hatched the pre¬ 
vious day. Haynes opened his 
hand and the bird sailed a short 
distance away keeping a watch¬ 
ful eye on her progeny. Haynes 
replaced the lid and smiled. 

“Bluebirds were Just about 
extinct around here not that 
long ago.” Haynes noted, con¬ 
cluding simply, "I got Into this 
because I Just thought I'd be 
doing some good.”

Jack Haynes Is a prime ex¬ 
ample that one man can Indeed 
make a difference. 

Bom and raised In the Olds 
area. Jack Haynes’ father 
homesteaded west of Olds In 
1896. Like his father. Haynes 
knows the area Intimately and 
wants to do his part to ensure 
wildlife, particularly bluebirds, 
continue to thrive here. 

Why bluebirds? 

"There used to be lots of blue¬ 
birds around here.” Haynes ex¬ 
plained. “But In the 40's they 
sort of Just disappeared. Blue¬ 
birds live In cavities like wood¬ 
pecker holes. When wc started 
spraying and clearing the land 
there was no place for them to 
nest. A man named Charlie Allis 
started making nest boxes to 
get them to come back.” 

Charles Allis. a familiar name 
to conservationists founded the 
Allis Bluebird Farm east of 
Joffre. When he retired, he sold 
his farm to Union Carbide 
Canada Ltd., contingent upon 
the understanding that the com¬ 
pany wo; Id continue looking 
after his mountain bluebirds. 
'Project Nestbox Alberta’ grew 
out of this agreement which still 
Involves Union Carbide along 
with Alberta Fish and Wildlife. 
Environment Canada. Ducks 
Unlimited, the North American 
Bluebird Association and Jack 
Haynes along with 32 other blue¬ 
bird enthusiasts across rural 
Alberta. 

Mountain bluebirds are more 
than mere decoration for the 
prairies. Haynes said, pointing 
out how they feed on pesky In¬ 
sects such as grasshoppers. 
They winter on the west coast 
and as far south as Arizona and 
return to Alberta toward the end 
of March. 

Haynes’ Involvement In the 
bluebird nestbox program be¬ 
gan In 1985 when he wrote to 
Allis asking for the dimensions 
of a bluebird box. The original 
box took him less than an hour 
to build. so Hayne’s began build¬ 
ing more. A local 4H group got 
Involved In the project construct¬ 
ing several nestboxes which were 
soon housing their Intended ten¬ 
ants. 

Bluebird nestboxes run 
through much of the province. 
For his part. Haynes monitors 
up to 120 bluebird nests scat¬ 
tered In a 14 mile radius around 
his home west of Olds. 

“I check them once a week.” 
Haynes said. “It takes me all day
